Starts-In The Cellar Of Duitman & 
Johnson’s Hardware Store 


BUCKET BRIGADE DO GOOD WORK 


About 11 o'clock last Satur- 
day night our t1esidents, and 
especially those down town 
were startled by the cry of fire, 
which had started in the base- 
ment of Duitman & Jobnson's 
hardware store on Luke street. 

J.H. Duitman, one of the 
partners, was working in the 
office when his gasoline light 
went out; he proceeded down 
cellar to get a coal oil lamp, 
and lighted a‘match to locate 
the way, when, either by the 
head flying off or dropping the 
match (the exact way he is not 
sure of) into the oil-souked 
eurth, a flame was instantane- 
ously kindled, and which spread 
with lightning like rapidity. 
Mr. Duitman endeavored to 
beat out the flames but they 
spread so rapidly that he was 
forced to seek safety, and im- 
mediately gave the alarm. It 
was at once respunded to and a 
bucket line was formed to the 
well, which is situated about 
twenty feet from the rear en- 
trance of the store. The handy 
supply of water, and the 
Promptness displayed by the 
volunteer fire- fighters i in coping 
with the situation is the only | 
thing that saved the building | 
and stock. The flames burned 
through the first floor and 
spread clear to the ceiling, and 
it is nothing short of a miracle 
how the fire was ever checked. 
‘The dense and _ suffocating 
smoke rising from the burning 
oil and other material made it 
doubly hard to reach the flames 
which were near the centre of 
the building. 

It was feared at one time 
that the fire was beyond con- 
trol, and a salvage crew started 
to work at saving the stock of | 
drugs and jewelry of.

THE BONUS QUESTION 
Why Not Bonus the Greatest of Basic 
Industries, Agriculture? 

For ‘many years manufacturers of 
lron and steel, lead and other articles 
produced from the Canadian raw 
material have received bonuses from 
the Dominion Government. Whilc 
there have been some murmurs at 
his policy, it has as a whole beer 
improved by the Canadian people a 
tending to promote the Cevelopmen 
of our mines thus offering em 
ployment to Canadian labor. Ther. 
is no doubt a legitimate basis for th 


bounty system if properly applied, anc 
what is more important if results ar. 
being obtained. But why confine thc 
bounty system to manufacturing? 1: 
not the homesteader who convert: 
the virgin prairie into wheat, oats 
and who also raises good stock, dc 
ing his share in the development c 
a raw material? True, he is give) 
his land for next to nothing, but fo: 
that matter the miner receives hi: 
concessions from the Government a 
a very low figure. Under present con 
ditions the new comers have littl 
or no capital, no farming experienc: 
and on the whole are poorly qualifiec 
to take up the work of homesteading 
If there was no bounty on the amoun 
of wheat produced from an. acre,on th 
method of crop tillage, or on the num 
ber of stock kept, or on some othe) 
basis that our agricultural expert: 
could no doubt work out, it would be 
an incentive to the inexperiapcec 
agriculturalist to make a _ carefu 
study of his methods, and what i: 
more important, it would attraet < | 
better class of farmers to the fre: 
land. Some form of financial assist 
ance to the immigrant seems essen 
tial if ‘the West is to develop on < 
sound basis. The Government keep 
a watchful eye on him from the tim< 
he leaves his old home in Unite: 
States, Great Britain or elsewhere; 
supervises his passage to Canada anc 
across Canada to his new home, anc 
presents him with 160 acres or mor 
of land. Why not carry the paterna 
system a step further, and by employ 
ing some of the money the Westerr 
farmer pays in as revenue, provide 
a large corps of agricultural expert: 
to supervise his first efforts in farm 


ing. 

There is no limit to the method: 
that might be employed to assist the 
Western farmer financially during hi: 
first few years on the new land, li 
he felt that the money he was pay- 
ing out of one pocket in the form 
of a customs revenue was going back 
to him through the other pocket in 
another form, the spirit of unrest and 
discontent which now prevails in 
some sections would disappear. The 
fron and steel bounties have built up 
tremendous industries at the Canadian 
Soo, Hamilton, Sydney, New Glas- 
gow and other points. These indus 
tries have brought returns not alons 
to the manufacturers who organized 
the enterprises, but to their workmen, 
andthe merchantsinthe townsin which 
they are located. Agriculture is like 
iron and steel, a basic industry, and 
there would be every justification for 
a more direct system of Government 
aid to the agriculturist than is now 
afforded by the agricultural) college. 
No doubt there would be many diffi 


culties in the way, but at least a Bros., 
start would be made which would 


assist the” pioneer ‘farmer,

NORTHERN ONTARIO 
HAS GKEAT FUTURE 


Uninhabited Wilderness of Forests 
and Lakes Being Transformed 
Into Peopled Region 


Without attracting much notice from 
the older anc more settled parts of 
Canada, the northern portion of On- 
tario is being gradually transformed 
from an uninhabited wilderness of 
forests and lakes into a civilized re 
gion dotted with small towns and 
homesteads with a strong individu. 
ality of its own. 

A traveller who recently visited 
Northern Ontario expressed himself 
enthusiastically with regard to the 
prospects,of that portion of the Domin- 
lon. 

“In ten years that country will be 
like a new Province,” he said. “It 
will not be like old Ontario—not in 
the least. Neither will it be like the 
Western plains or like British Colum- 
bia. I am not speaking tn a partisan 
way when I say that the future ad- 
‘|ministration of old Ontario will have 
to stretch their powers and their 
imaginations in order to do justice to 
this new region. In fact, it is going 
to be hard to treat it as part of old 
Ontario. That, clay belt will support 
an enormous population. There wil) 
be great cities up there and whole 
counties that know not Toronto, ex 
cept as a far-off report.” 

The speaker went on to point out 
that when.Wew Ontario is once de 
veloped it will have a strong set o} 
characteristics of its own. He point 
ed out that the very toil which is 
necessary jr order to clear the land 
will call for the best kind of settlers 
and will bring out rugged qualities ir 
the childre. of these settlers. Th: 
population of New Ontario is stil 
small. It is getting a snlendid type 
of settler, chieSy from Old Ontario 
but many are men from Europe, wh: 
have been employed in the mines tc 
the south, cnd who have reverted t 
the soil. The farmers of this regior 
are producing excellent foodstuffs anc 
finding ready markets in the minin 
camps to the south. They pay littl 
attention to wheat growing except o: 
a small scale. Practically every farm 
10 matter how small the clearing, 1b 
going in for mixed farming. 


MAINTAIN THE WOODLANDS 


foo Little Attention to the Subject by 
the General Public 


Prof. E. J. Zavitz, Provincial fores 
ter, in speaking of the results of co 
»perative work in forestry in Ontario 
said two hundred thousand tree had 
seen placed last year in 29 counties 
of the province, The department had 
1 plantation in every county, and the 
trees put out have been planted in 
|waste types of soil, in blow sand 
steep hillsides, etc. They prove ¢ 
big factor in the protection of roads 
from the @¢rift sand and ‘andslides 
There js only nine per cent. of wood 
{ands in southern Ontario, less even 
than in closely populated Grea 
Britain, the speaker said. The qual 
, ity of our forests also is not improv 
|(ng, as the best trees are being cul 
‘down and not replaced. Labor, o1 
the want of it is partly to blame foi 
the fact that we do not keep up ow 
woodlands, but the profesror hinted 
that indifference, and the fact that 
there was no immediate return, war 
the chief factor. In Norfolk County 
there are one million trees in the nur 
series and sixteen thousand acres in 
connection for experimental planting. 
Prof. Zavitz, however, is quite frank 
about the fact that but little en 
souragement, much too little, is given 
{by farmers and the general public 
jon the subject of reforestation. Es 
| pecially is this pronounced when we 
consider that trees can be had for 
the asking. 


Discovery in Potatoes 

Three French scientists, Dr. Sar- 
| tory, M. M. Gradist, and M. Thiebert, 
| announced successful results of their 
| experiments to restore the constitu 
tion of the potato. They discovered 
that edible tubers can be obtained 
trom potato seeds with the aid of 
a certain microscopic ground mush- 
room, which fastens to the roots and 
causes tuberization desired. 
Experiments produced potatoes free 
trom disease, and savants assert the 
_tegeneration of the potato is now as- 
sured. Important economic results 
are expected.

PRAIRIE TREE-PLANTING 


Government Helps Prairie Farmers 
Establish Woodlots 


For several years over two and ¢ 
half million tree seedlings and cut 
tings have been distributed annually 
to the prairie farmers by the Domin 
ion Government Forest Nursery Sta 
tion at Indian Head. The young trees 
are supplied only to bona fide farm 
owners in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, and then only in small 
lots not exceeding five hundred seed- 
lings in any one year. The success | 
of western tree-plantations depends 
not so much on the climate conditions, | 
as is erroneously supposed, but rather | 
on the care taken with the delicate 
young seedlings before and after plant 
ing. The principal trees planted in 
the West are ash, maple, cottonwood, 
willow and Russian poplar. The first 
two do well together, and ash es 
pecially is much in favor with the far. | 
mers, having probably the lowest 
death-rate of any. Willow and poplar 
are usually supplied as cuttings and) 
do well together. The Russian willow 
is growing in popularity with the far- 
mers on account of its ease of pro | 
pagation, its quick-growing qualities, 
hardiness and freedom from disease 
That spruce, larch (tamarack), andj 
Scotch pine will also do well on the 
prairies is no longer questionable. 

The best results are in all cases 
attained by planting the trees in the | 
spring in belts at least twenty yards) 
wide on well-prepared soil, such as! 
summer-fallow, or garden land, the!

that the Eton College boy seems to be 
the slave of etiquette. But such 
things are an ihseparable part of 
Eton, and a boy likes to be correct. 
An Etonian always turns up the bot- 
tom of his trousers, no matter what 
dress he may be in. The bottom but- 
ton of his waistcoat is always left un- 
buttoned; this is an invariable rule 
at Eton, Then if an Etonian has oc- 
casion to use an umbrella, though 
Eton boys as a rule are very loth to | 
carry umbrellas because there is nev- | 
er room to pass with them on the, 
| Eton pavements, he is not allowed to | 
ial it up, unless he is a member of | 
| “Pop” (Eton Society). 

Boys are not allowed to link arms 
with one another, this is a special | 
privilege of ‘‘Pop,” but a member of | 
“Pop” may link hig"arm with a non- 
member. When a boy goes to the 
playing fields to watch games or walk 
about, he wears the coat of an ordin- 
ary lounge sult instead of his Eton 
jacket, and a cap instead of a top hat. 
But when there is a change coat (any 


coat that is not the regulation ton | | 


dress) the collar must always be | 
turned up. This rule is strictly ad- | 
hered to, whether a boy is going to | 
cricket, football, or rowing, only 
“Pop” being allowed to wear them 
down. 

Even at games the Etonia® has to 
study etiquette. For football he wears 
knickerbockers of the standard grey 
cloth, buckled below the knee, a 
flannel shirt, a change coat, or sweat- 
er (or both), a scarf, a cap, and 
black boots. Brown boots may only 
be worn by members of “Pop,” 
“shorts” by boys who have played for 
their houses in house-matches; can- 
vas shirts are worn only by boys 
with their house-colors, For Fives, 
grey flannel trousers and white shirt 
india-rubber shoes are 
worn, “‘shorts’’ may be worn with 
house-colors; white shoes by mem- 
bers of the First and Second Cricket 
Bleven, the Rowing Fight, and the 
Keepers (Etonians for Captains) of 
Racquets and Fives. The ‘Eight’ 
and ‘Eleven’ alone may wear white 
flannel trousers. For cricket, the 
same clothes as at Fives for the or- 
dinary boy, except that brown boots 
or shoes with spikes take the place 
of india-rubber shoes. 

Members of ‘‘Pop’” have special 
privileges as regards dress, they 
may wear a buttonhole, patent leath- 
er boots, any form of waistcoat they 
like, a Panama hat for cricket, none 
of which may an ordinary Eton boy 
don. It is also generally recognized 
that only ‘‘Pop’’ may wear ‘‘pumps” 
in the streets. 

The new boy has a great deal to 
learn in the way of names of per- 
sons, places, and things. At Eton a 
brother Etonian is always known as a

A tested rule calls for half a 
enpful of butter and one cupful of sug- 
ar creamed together, half a cupful of 
milk, a cupful of chopped raisins, one 
of chopped nuts, two eggs and two 
cupfuls of pastry flour sifted several 
times with a teaspoonful of cream of

Cream of Celery Soup. 

This can be made from the outer 
tough stalks of the celery beads that 
are not suitable to eat as a relish. 
Wash and scrape and when you have 
the equivalent of two cupfuls (using 
besides a few of the bleached leaves) 
cook slowly for an hour or until tender 
in a quart of salted water or white 
stock. When tender press through a 
puree sieve and a quart of hot milk 
and when it comes to the boiling point 
thicken with two tablespoonfuls of 
flour blended with the same amount 
| of butter and cooked with a little of 
| the boiling soup. Stir constantly un- 

til smooth and thickened, add a quar-

Boil with a pint 
of water in a thick porcelain lined ket- 
tle for five or six hours or until sweet 
and tender, with bardly any liquid re- 
maining; strain through a puree sieve, 
saving the juice that first flows to use 
for a rye and Indian loaf, then press 
the pulp through. To two cupfuls of 
this strained pumpkin add two cupfuls 
milk, a teaspoonful of ginger, a half 
teaspoonful of salt, a teaspocnful each 
of mace, cinnamon and nutineg, two 
eggs well beaten and haif a cupful of 
| sugar; beat well’ and taste to see if 
| sweet enough; turn into deep pie plates 
lined with rich pastry and bake three- 
quarters of an hour until solid and a 
rich golden brown.

New Ranching Regula- Ninth Annual Session Always 


tions For The West 


Ottawa, Ont., Feb. 16.—New 
regulations governing ranching 
in the three prairie provinces 
were adopted by the cabinet on 
Saturday. In future the maxi- 
mum areas granted under lease 
to any one person would be a 
half section. No particular 
part of the provinces is set 
aside for ranching, but the re- 
ulations apply to the whole of 
the three. 


Applications for grazing leas- 


es on any land will be granted 
only after inspection, to deter- 
mine whether the land in ques- 
tion is grazing or agriculcural 
land. Where the farmers ad- 
joining grazing land express 
their desive that this is retain- 
ed as a common for all to use 
for their stock, no lease will be 
granted. Leases will be grant- 
ed for 10 years, but existing 
leases will not be disturbed un- 
til their expiration. 

West of the Calyary-Edmon- 
ton and Calgary-Macleod rail- 
ways, what is known as the 
foothill country, is now nearly 
all under lease and in very 
large blocks. Here the lessees 
of these great areas have signi- 
fied their intention of giving up 
a part of their grazing lands as 
soon-—as the farmers acquire 
stock. These areas will likely 
be held as commons and will 
be for the use of all the farm- 
ers engaged in stock raising. 

Lessees will be required to 
have one head of horse or cat- 
tle or five sheep, for every 30 
acres. Where the inspectors 
believe that the land will carry 
more stock they will fix the 
number they consider should 
be grazed on such area. 

Twenty-five per cent. 
required stock must be 
the first year on each leased 
area granted ; at least 30 per 
cent. of the stock must always 
be breeding stock.
